Increase 


Net earnings of Consoli¬ 
dated Electrodynamics Corp. 
in 1957 totaled §771,729, equal 
to 73 cents a share on the 
1.063,355 shares outstanding 
at the year’s end. 

This compares with 1956 
earnings of $1,283,263, or 
$1.35 a share on 946,828 
shares outstanding. 

Sales of $30,541,382 were 
up 22 per cent from the 1956 
total of $25,036,689, and new 
orders reached a record level 
of $31,107,000, according to 
the company’s annual report. 

FAILURE OF 1957 earn¬ 
ings fo keep pace with the 
growth in sales was attrib¬ 
utable to three principal fac¬ 
tors, according to Board 
Chairman Philip S. Fogg.

County Study 
On Dump 
Sites Held 

A policy under which the 
county would take responsi¬ 
bility for providing cities 
with rubbish dump sites was 
recommended Tuesday t o 
county supervisors. 

County Manager Lindon S. 
Hollinger said officials of 
Los Angeles and other cities 
feel the dump problem is a 
“100 per cent county respon¬ 
sibility.” 

HE ASKED the board to 
spell out a plan under which 
cities would take responsi¬ 
bility for rubbish collection 
witli the county handling the 
ultimate disposal. 

Hollinger’s report followed 
conferences last week with 
Los Angeles Mayor Norris 
Poulson, City Council Presi¬ 
dent John Gibson Jr. and 
County Supervisor Warren 
M. Dorn. 

The county officials found 
Los Angeles is unwilling to 
put up part of the money to 
buy a 400-acre canyon refuse 
disposal spot off Sepulveda 
Blvd. north of Sunset Blvd. 

HOLLINGER said the city 
had a “very clear under¬ 
standing” that county offi¬ 
cials had promised to pro¬ 
vide the dumps at the time 
supervisors voted the 1956 
ban on back yard incinera¬ 
tors. 

But such a county policy 
was never officially adopted 
by the board. 

The county manager's re¬ 
port suggested that the 
dump sites be acquired 
either by outright county ac¬ 
tion or under joint agree¬ 
ments with sanitation dis¬ 
tricts or the cities. 

In all cases the land, when 
reclaimed, would be used for 
recreational purposes.

Bus Firm 
Asks Hike 
In Fares 


A 20 per cent fare increase 
has been requested by Pasa¬ 
dena City Lines in an appli¬ 
cation to the State Public 
Utilities Commission, it was 
revealed Tuesday. 

The bus company cited re¬ 
cent wage hikes as the rea¬ 
son. 

The firm is asking that its 
present 10-cent cash fare be 
increased to 12 cents a ride, 
and that the price of four 
tokens be raised from 35 
cents to 45 cents. 

THERE WAS no request 
for an increase in the stu¬ 
dent fare, currently $2.60 for 
40 rides, or in the 5-cent ex¬ 
tra fare charged for zones 
outside the city. 

The City Lines notified the 
Pasadena Board of City Di¬ 
rectors by letter of its inten¬ 
tion to apply to the PUC for 
fare hikes. The letter was 
signed by George H. Hook, 
vice president. 

Directors Tuesday referred 
the matter to City Manager 
Don McMillan and City At¬ 
torney Frank Kostlan, and 
authorized the latter to rep¬ 
resent Pasadena in any PUC 
hearing. 

;McMILLAN commented: 
“There is no question but 
that there must be a fare 
increase.” 

He said he had learned the 
company is carrying 5,000 
fewer passengers a day since 
settlement of the 72 - day 
strike that ended last month. 

The drivers won a 20-cent 
wage increase and other ben¬ 
efits in the long dispute.

The duties of the city clerk 
in Sierra Madre, Bevington 
said, are: 

1. Keep records of proceed¬ 
ings of the City Council. 

2. Maintain records of the 
financial condition of the 
city. 

3. Prepare and publish an 
annual summary of receipts 
and disbursements. 

4. Attest to, keep records 
of, and publish all ordi¬ 
nances. 

5. Keep custody of the city 
seal. 

6. Issue licenses. 

7. Administer oaths or af¬ 
firmations. 

8. Certify pay rolls of offi¬ 
cers and employes. 

THE DUTIES of the city 
treasurer are: 

1. Receive and safely keep 
all money. 

2. Comply with laws gov¬ 
erning depositing and secur¬ 
ing of public funds. 

3. Pay out money on re¬ 
ceipt of proper warrants. 

4. Submit monthly reports 
on all receipts. 

5. Collect city taxes and 
license fees. 

The present clerk and 
treasurer, both of whom 
work part time, would not be 
affected by a vote in favor 
of appointment since their 
elective terms do not expire 
until 1960. 

MYERS, in a brief rebuttal, 
said: 

"Every elective position 
in the city belong to the 
city. An appointee is be¬ 
yond the reach of the city. 
As for me, I think the jobs 
should remain elective be¬ 
cause elected officials are 
responsible to the people." 

The election or appoint¬ 
ment of the clerk and treas¬ 
urer will be included in sep¬ 
arate propositions on the 
ballot in the election April 8.

ALBERT MYERS —Reiter¬ 
ated his position that the 
city is spending more money 
than it receives and that ,if 
elected, he would take steps 
to cut down expenditures. 

JAMES McCOY—Pointed to 
his service as president of 
the Coordinating Council and 
as a current member of the 
Recreation Commission, and 
added that, if elected, he 
would attempt to retain the 
city’s independence and, if 
posible, make Sierra Madre 
a better place to live. 

GEORGE FLEMING—Said 
he believes he is capable of 
making intelligent decisions, 
based on the facts, that he 
wishes to perpetuate the 
present independent status 
of Sierra Madre and work for 
its improvement. 

DELBERT WATTS — Said 
the incumbent, William Lisle, 
should be re-elected and ex¬ 
pressed regret that Council¬ 
man Harold Roberts was un¬ 
able to run again. He added 
that Sierra Madre is an ideal 
place in which to live and to 
raise children and, if elected, 
he would try to keep it that 
way. 

FRANK PARKS—Has lived 

in Sierra Madre for eight 
years, likes the town and 
wants to have a hand in im¬ 
proving it. He believes the 
present Council has done an 
excellent job and stated that 
he is running strictly on his 
own and is not a part of any 
slate. 

CLIFFORD STOWELL—Be¬ 
lieves his background as 
plant superintendent in Los 
Angeles for Gladding - Mc- 
Bean and former director of 
industrial relations for the 
company qualify him to be¬ 
come a councilman. He feels 
that people in his age group 
(he’s in his 30’s) should take 
a more active interest in 
community affairs. 

JAMES ABERNETHY—Be¬ 
lieves recreation and the 
problem of supplying the 
city with water are the two 
most important considera¬ 
tions. Stated he would devote 
all of his time, aside from 
his job, to city affairs, if 
elected, and is running inde¬ 
pendently and is not a part 
of any group.

A brief summary of Capri’s 
history can be found in any 
guidebook for Italy, and any 
number of authors have writ¬ 
ten at length about the island 
from various angles. 

“The Book of Capri” by 
Harold E. Trower, barrister 
and British counsul at Capri 
for nearly half a century, pre¬ 
sents a detailed study of 426 
pages, full of fascinating in¬ 
formation of all sorts. 

Norman Douglas, brilliant 
and perserse Scot, has forever 
fixed the atmosphere of Capri 
and its traditional effects upon 
people who linger there in his 
novel, “South Wind,” and 
“The Story of San Michele,” 
by the famous Swedish phy¬ 
sician, Axel Munthe, is a mod¬ 
ern classic (1930) about his 
own Capri villa, to mention 


TIBERIUS’S VILLAS, whose 
ruins turn up just about 
wherever one digs at random, 
were dedicated to Roman gods, 
such as Villa Jovis on the 
Island’s highest N.E. point, 
now the site, according to 
Catholic custom, of a Christ¬ 
ian church, Santa Maria del 
Soccorso. 

And in the side of a cliff 
toward the rising sun, there is 
a huge grotto or cave—only 
for hardy walkers — which 
former strange inscriptions 
within proclaimed as either a 
shrine to the ancient Anatol¬ 
ian Goddess Cybele or, accord¬ 
ing to other "authorities,” a 
sanctuary of the coming of 
Romans or Greeks. Even to 
enter this grotto, which gath¬ 
ers into it the wild cries of 
wheeling seabirds and the 
crashing of the surf far below, 
gives one the eerie feeling of 
suddenly moving back 3,000 
years in time.

Flavio Cabral, the artist currently presented at the Sierra 
Madre Library Gallery, ex¬

undoubtedly deliberate and 
evolve, technically, from both 
linear and coloristic manipu¬ 
lations. 

In “Still Life No. 3,” where 
similar rhythms prevail, we 
get an entirely different re¬ 
action. The inanimate subject 
matter permits an indulgence 
of more abstract nature though 
the mechanics of composition 
and paintings are identical 
with those of the “Conversa¬ 
tion” themes. The paintings 
with these circular rhythms 
constitute, in my opinion, ac¬ 
complishments of high artis¬ 
tic order. 

Textures play important 
role in Cabral’s works of ’57. 
In “Seated Figure” one is re¬ 
minded of Italian Renaissance 
frescoes where damaged areas 
provide the textures. But now 
the spots are deliberate and 
speak of sensitivity toward 
surface treatment. A curious 
study of this is seen in “Faded 
Memory” where short, verti¬ 
cal brush strokes lend a new 
touch, almost as a special 
“weave.” 

Flavio Cabral's paintings 
have of recent years been out¬ 
standing points of reference 
in professional group shows 
in the Southland. The exhibit 
in Sierra Madre places him 
among the leading young ar¬ 
tists of this region.

It is easy to say that resi¬ 
dents should not be bothered 
with Fire Department prob¬ 
lems. The firemen do not ex¬ 
pect people to lose sleep over 
worrying as to their safety 
from fire. 

There is a certainty that 
every member of the Fire 
Department looks forward to 
the possibility that he may 
have to jump from his bed at 
any hour of the night. The 
fellows really take their re¬ 
sponsibility serious. And yet 
householders and citizens must 
realize that their safety de¬ 
pends a great deal on how 
much fire precaution they 
themselves practice.

We are grateful to those 
who keep their places clean 
and free of dangrous stuff. 
When someone is reminded 
and asked that trash, weeds 
and papers be removed, and 
the suggestion is actually ig¬ 
nored, there is little they can 
expect but trouble. 

Such people are a menace 
to the community. Slrange as 
it may seem, such people are 
among the first to condemn 
city regulations and particu¬ 
larly the Fire Department. 

Why, oh why, do we have 
a few residents who will not 
abide by suggestions for safe¬ 
ty? We meet those who are 
"sore” at the city, because 
something or other did not 
suit their fancy. To get even, 
they allow ugly appearances 
about their property and at 
the same time, add danger to 
their own place as well as the 
neighbor’s. It's hard to be¬ 
lieve.

Business . 
Complaints 
Up 15 Pet. 

More than 58,000 people 
asked the Los Angeles Better 
Business Bureau for help dur¬ 
ing 1957, Robert J. Bauer, 
president, reported in figures 
released yesterday. 

In a year - end summary, 
Bauer said that 10,943 com¬ 
plaints regarding unsatisfac¬ 
tory business transactions 
were recorded. This repre¬ 
sented an alarming 15 per 
cent increase over 1956. Dur¬ 
ing the same period, 47,931 
requests for information about 
business concerns were re¬ 
ceived. 

Bauer said that 18 per cent 
of the complaints received 
concerned purchases of radio 
and television sets and appli¬ 
ances, and 10 per cent were 
about unsatisfactory purchases 
of furniture, home furnishings 
and floor coverings. 

Complaints in the automo¬ 
bile sales and service field 
dropped 32 per cent although 
inquiries regarding reliability 
of automobile dealers headed 
the list of requests for infor¬ 
mation.

The joy that children receive from pets, particularly 
dogs and cats, far outweighs the danger incurred from bites 
and disease that the animals may inflict on them. 

This was pointed out in an article by Dr. Hugh A. 
Carithers, of Jacksonville, Fla., which appe; 

[ issue of the Journal of Dis¬ 
eases of Children, published 
by the American Medical 
, Association. 

The report noted no seri¬ 
ous or lasting effects to 157 
children who had been bitten 
by one of 10 species of ani¬ 
mals during the 20-month 
study. 

THE MAJORITY of chil¬ 
dren bitten were between the dental biting 
ages of 2 and 10 years. 

“This is during the time 
when parental protection mature 
wanes and the adventu¬ 
rous spirit takes over," said 
Dr. Carithers. “After the 
10th year a child has at¬ 
tained considerable dis¬ 
cretion in handling ani¬ 
mals." 

A boy's natural aggressive¬ 
ness towards animals was 
illustrated by the fact that 
males held a 3 to 2 ratio 
over females in the number 
of bites. 

Seasonal factors seem to 
have little or no importance 
as to when an animal might 
attack. No less than 4 nor 
more than 15 cases were re¬ 
corded in any one month. 

Of the various animal 
bites examined during the 
survey, the dog was the most 
frequent offender. 

“To his credit, however, 
it should be pointed out 
that the child was usually 
at f a u 11." Dr. Carithers 
said. 

Why do dogs bite chil¬ 
dren? Observations seem to 
indicate the following rea¬ 
sons are most common: in 
self-defense, unintentionally 
during play, and in protec¬ 
tion of their property.
